He Tnuit Law. 

The law pcovidea that every child 
between the agea of 7 and 1< years in 
the state of Kentucky shall be sent to 

some school for a full term e;ich year, 
and a failure to observe this law imi- 
tails a penalty of $2.j. for the tir.st of- 
fense, and lor each subsequent ttfense 
a fine of not to exceed $l(xi. or impris- 
onment not exceeding fifty days, either 
one me both, the peaal^ to be visited 
upon the parent gaaidiaa er person 
having sufiervision of the child. 

This law h;is never been enforced in 
Garrard county, and there has bt en 
good and suflicioiit reasons for its i/m- 
eiiforcement, which however, do not 
exist at this time, and in consequence, 
ttie parent or guardian who grows lax 
aboat aending his chiU to achool need 
not be aorprised to find himself in the 
clatdies of the law at any time for his 
laxitv. With the splendid educational 
facilities being olferud in the county 
now, placing a good education within 
the grasp of the most humble child 
within Ita bounds, there is absolutely 
no excaae for failure to have the child 
take advantage irf the offered school- 
ing, and such a thing as an illitcra 
child in Kentucky in the next ten years 
should not be known. It should be a 
matter of pride with parents to have 
their children in school, the enforce- 
ment of such a law should not bec<imi- 
a necessity in anv case, and if such an 
instance ahould preaent itself, the pen- 
alty should be inflicted to iU fullest ex- 
tent. 

We cannot imagine a family in such 
circumstances in this county as to be 
imt to the neccs.-ity of keeping a child 
of tender years from school in order to 
assist in the maintenance of the fam- 
ily, of coarae there maybe and probab- 
ly are such instances, where such a 
necessity arises, but they are very 
rare, and even in the worst cases, the 
child may be able to attend school at 
some time during the term. 

There is not a state in the Union 
which offers better educational advan- 
tages in the rural districts than Ken- 
tucky, and every parent ahoold take 
advantage of them and see to it that 
their children are given the benefit to 
the fullest extent, without the inter- 
vention of the law, or without the 
truant oflicer having to enfon the law 
provided in such cases.
